Tue mesting of the British Association’ at 
Glasgow this year had absolutely nothing 
‘to: offer in the way of discovery. It was a 
strange blaxik to offer at the beginning of 
@ new century, nfter the passage of one so 
noted for the new light it ‘has thrown on 
Amowledge in general us the nineteenth. 
The very first day of that century was 
marked by a discovery of first-class import- 
ance, that of the planct Ceras—the very first 
of that group of minor planets which have" 
so assisted in our knowledge of the solar 
system, not to speak of the insight thereby 
. afforded into many of the wore abstruse 
points counseted with.astronomy in general. 
The British Association seems to have fallen 
in with ono of these barron patches marked 
on the celestial atlas, where the most power- 
ful means ‘of observation at our disposal 
fail to élicit a single ray of light. Yet from 
these’ apparently: unpromising regions 
astronomy -has Jearned more than: one 
Jeason, and it seems Jikely that in more than 
one respect the Glasgow. Meeting of the 
‘Association; barren as it has seemed, may 
mark the begizining of a. new. scientific 
epoch... Such at least was the suggestion of 
* Professor-A. W.. Rucker in his opening 
Presidential Address on the intimate con- 
stitution. of matter. Scientific men have 
been accustomed for nearly abundred years 
to lock upon matter ag  congeries of atoms. 
Dazror's atomic theory which hag done 
such ‘inestimable good to the science ‘of 
physics, and more especially to the scientific 


‘ consideration , of heat, chemical - affinity, and. 


energy, was, da-the’ President Jemarked, 


first givou. to the world in the, year: 1807.

A bad fire broke out in the 17th ward hore 
ou Monday night, resulting in the . destruction 
of over 100 shops.. They were mostly shops 
for the manufactare of fireworks, which ure all 
grouped’ together in Chinoso feshion. Tho 
oxtremo danger is admitted oven by the Chinese, 
and as this same street Has now bean burnt 
four times;in four years, a law has boon passed 
that after a fire the frontage of the new house 
is to bo set back six feet. This will therefore 
increaso the breadth of the street by twelve feot, 
and may prove an efficacions precaution. It 
was ut first thought that no Yves had_been lost, 
but the next day tho body of a woman was dis-_ 
covered among the debris, and it is supposed 
thut she was trying to escape, bat being smull- 
fvoted was overtaken by the fire.

_ROBBBRIBS AT THE WHARF. 

Many complaints have latoly” been received 
abont a smiall official named Yeung, who is tho 
head of the Chinese soldiers who keep. guard at 
the: Shameen bridges and at’ the steamer 
wharf. ‘Iwo cases have occurred at tho 
wharf of late. On the Powas on the night of 
Thursday, 3lst Oct. was a Chinaman named 
Cheung, who: had ‘been collecting dsbta in 
Hongkong. Ho was shortly to bé married and 
was therefore bringing up the money, over $300 
in cash, On the arrival of the boat at the 
wharf two men came up-to him snd demanded 
to see the contents-of his box, saying that they 
wore Custom officers. | As they wore no badge 
he demurred, whereupon one.of the man seized 
his box while the other knocked him down. 
On coming to himself he raised an outory of 
Thieves.” — Ar third mam then-appeared; put a 
box in front of-him, and told him not to make a 
noise, a8 no one was robbing him. He then dis- 
uppeared, and Cheung on opening the. -box 
found it contained nothing but toys and was 
worthless, He complained to a watchman at once, 
but has besn unsuccessful in his attemputo recover 
the money, The other case oconrred a few days 
eurlier. A cook in European employ was buy- 
ing housohold nocossaries opposite the wharf, 
when the Hankow came in. His master had 
gone to Hongkong and he‘stood looking at 
the. boat to see if Ke was on board or ‘hot. 
While he was watching und sliading his eyes 
with his hand, his pocket was ont open and. the 
contents removed. .,On discovering it he at 
‘once want to Yeung's lisutenant, a man named 
Loi, told him that he was in foreign employ, 


‘and denionded restoration;—Loi made inquiries-; 


of his soldiers, and informed him that the 

robber was kuown to them and had gone to 

Fatshan. He wonld advise him of his return 

and on production. of his master’s card the 

monoy should be returned, Tho thiof is-still 

away and there tho matter stands at present.

intoresting that would occur to you as probablo.” 

VO ato rt hat-these—luet—rords,—*n 
thing interesting that would occur to, you as 
probablo,” furnish a-key to 6 right understand- 
ing of tho American Press. 

The. Englich journalist, whatever he may do, 
rofesses to bo seoking after facts—the drior 
aud duller those facts the ore likely he is to 
get a reputation. for depth and accuracy. Ho 
knows that if his statements prove incorrect he 
will be: contradicted, and he knows that his 
editor docs not like o contradiction of. what: 
appears in his columns. 140 has, moreover, & 
healthy fear of the the law of Libel, which tends 
to curb eyen exaggeration. As 6 result, his 
imag native powers are~allowed-no play; they 
get blunted-for want of use, and perhaps this is 
why the English journalist is" regarded as 
something of a bore, who requires foots, and 
who ia not to be put off with vague generalities, 
lis American~brother lives in an entirely 
different atmosphere, and is therefore an entirely . 
different product. Ho is not required to con- 
cern himself cvermuch with facte—at most they. 
are pegs on which to: hang a genoral conver 
sation. He just sustains and directs the con- 


| yersation, but indulges in no Socratic cross- 


examination. He will accept any roason you 
give him, of cau invent it tor you if you have 
not got one. If you have no ideas he has 
plenty, and ho pots them into your mouth with 
no foolish ressrvation of copyright. If he 
mekea you talk nonsenso it is generally 
interesting nonsense, for with much practice 
he gets to know what he thinks you ought to 
gay even if you do notsay it, His object: and 
his editor's object is to make his paper interest- 
ing. “We -publish a daily paper and nota 
daily encyolopmdia, sir,” suid one of them. 
The Amorican journalist has to supply copy, 
und the three requistes, as: quoted to’ me by a 
very intelligent reporter, are (1) Ahat it shall be 
good reading); (2) that it shall be connected with 
some individual or ovent of note; (3) that it 
shall be probable. Within those limits the field 
may beall his own. In some way or others man 
becomes prominent: he,must be made to speak. 
He is dull and sententious; ho must he made 
interesting. . He knows or will say nothing on 
the subject upon which ho is questioned; he 
must be made to express strongly what would 
probably be his view if he had any. The next 
day the man interviewed may wish to deny all 
he has been made to say. Nothing’ is easier; 
the eame or another. reporter of the same or 
another paper is at his disposal. He wants 
perhaps merely to deny the previous interview; 
he would be 5 poor journalist who confined 
himself to that. He is made to express opinions 
diametrically opposed to those he ex, essed 
the same paper will publish the two, 
Will make no attempt to reconcile them, no 
apology, and the public muy choose between 
two versions, whichever it thinks the more 
probable. Asa matter of fact’ the public reads 
both, is amused by both, and attaches no value 


either. 

Least this should appear exaggerated, let me 
give two recent instancos. ° 

Tinmediately: after the President's death 
interviews appeared with four of the doctors 
whe had attended him. Each discussed with 
perfect freedom the.opinions of the others. On 
every point but one they all disagreed, not only 
on purely medical points bat on questions of 
fact. * The linterviews 
inverted commas, and in one particular inatancs 
the doctor was made to insist on having the 
words taken down literally. Two days later 
the same papers published a letter signed by tho. 
four-doctora jointly denying that such inter. 
views ever took place, and stating that they 
wore al agreed. Now, I oxpress no opinion a8 
to wheter tho ‘interviews were, imaginary or 
the Ictur imaginary. We can never know 
because they. both, so fur as the public is 
concerned, rest on ‘the sama evidence. “The 
same papers ‘published -both ‘and. offer . no 
explanation, epulogy, or exense. They were 
oth intoresting-to read.” That is all,

Aso result the news 
mora: important 
oe“ news editor,” 
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as he is called, is really for more important 
than the political editor or‘leader-writer. It 
is the news editor who has to make the paper 
readable to tho massos who buy, while the 
editor is merely a sort of Groek chorus. 
Formorly the news editor was expooted to 
collect and publish such items of so-called news 
as, told on the side which tho political oditor 
supported. Anything inconvenient to those 
views was supproseed-(as it isto-day in most of 
the French Pross); but-the importance of the 
news vitor has grown, the necessity: of giving 
both sides of a questiom has beou recognised

or the thorough earnestness and uprightness of 
parpose by which the conductors of the Preas 
are actuated; while in -that which makes‘a 
Press grester—in independence and incorrup- 
tibility—financial, political, or  social—the 
American can compare on equal terms with the 
English Press. :
